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A POLITICAL COCKTAIL 


During the past campaign Senator* 


Chase of Oconto, of the self-styled Pro- 
o-ressive group, delivered an address be- • 
fore the Federated Trades 
Council of 


Green Bay, in which he denounced an in- 
junction issued in the Kenosha labor dis- 
pute by the federal court, 
«• 


There is nothing mysterious about an 


• injunction. There is no sense in trying to 


shroud -it with mystery. Nothing is to be 
gained by misleading working people 
concerning injunctions or attempting to 
create in their minds a hostility toward 


' courts presided over by men who prob- 


ably have nothing but the friendliest of 
feelings towards them. The basis of an 
injunction in a labor dispute is proof of 
a violation of law and the injunction at 
Kenosha was not issued until that proof 
had been submitted to the federal judge 
establishing 
the fact that considerable 


, disorder existed. It is aimed at those who 


insist upon using violence, threats 
or 


- coercion. Those who have followed the 


public prints will notice that the arrests 


" at Kenosha have been for flinging bricks, 


stabbing, , throwing pepper in .policemen's 
eyes, using abusive language of . which 
the. -printable parts . are ,"scab"- 
and 


"£kunk^"';The injunction seeks to prevent 
this disorder and violation of law. 
The 


.real question involved is merely this: Do 
men simply because they 'go on strike 
thereby acquire the right to assault, beat, 
.maim and kill those who disagree with 
.them/ 


Mr.: .Chase said further.:^ 
"TKe'employ-er couldn't get such an 'in- 


junction in the state court -.because, the 
judges are elected and would hesitate to 
issue an injunction which might result in 
very unfavorable report frorn^ the people 
in the next election, but the 
federal 


judges are appointed for life." 


Did the senator desire to infer that the 


rights of people to their life, liberty and 
property are to be determined by judges 
with one eye 'on the next election? Is it to 
be implied that our state judges must de- 
cline to give injunctions in proper cases 
against throwing bricks and clubbing 
people because of an approaching elec- 
tion? Is that the sort of angleworms the 
senator wants to see on the state courts? 
Do people when they go into our state 
.courts to try their cases take along their 
gang to show the judge how many votes 
•they can deliver at election time? 
Un- 


doubtedly, Mr. Chase would answer that 
he meant no such thing but did mean 
that there would be less arbitrary action 
if a judge had to submit to an election 
now and then and while opinions 
differ, 


there may be some merit in this claim, 
although the people will be at a total loss 
to properly weigh the righteousness of a 
judge's conduct unless those who make 
speeches adhere to the truth carefully 
t 


and do not spread erroneous statements, 
even in the warmth of a political contest. 


The strikers arrested at Kenosha de- 


manded of Judge Geiger in federal court 
a jury trial and it was granted. 
They 


want a jury trial perhaps for the same 
reason that Sinclair wants a jury 
trial, 


because they believe they see some ad- 
vantage in it. Mr. Chase didn't tell his 
listeners that the federal courts grant a 
jury trial in all proceedings of a criminal 
nature for the violation of an injunctional 
order, a trial that couldn't be secured un- 
dei similar circumstances in a state court. 
The truth of it is if you will only examine 
into the facts and not be misled by men 
who are careless about what they say in 
public, that the federal courts are only 
concerned in the same manner as all oth- 
er courts, the dealings out of fair pun- 
ishments to those who lose their tempers 
and transgress the law; the acquittal of 
.those found blameless. 


>' 
But

Chase's 


piece de resistance: 
' "If the rich can rule this country by in- 
junctions then it's goodbye liberty and 
goodbye organized labor." 


\Vhcn a meeting of working men listen 


j to delicious morsels of thai 
character, 


>.»nd believe them, we wouldn't blame 


them for doing almost anything, even 
bloodshed, although it ought to be the 
blood of the speaker if any blood is to be 
spilled. 


If the Chase statement is true some- 


thing must be done about it. The time for 
delay is gone. Action, fast action, is need- 
ed. Can ye not already hear the clanking 
of chains alpng the highways and see the 
white heat fire as the rivets are driven 
for slaves to wear? Give us liberty or give 
us death or a bottle of Norris beer or 
what have you? If Chase believes half of 
what he says he should resign his office, 
call for volunteers and equip a regiment. 
He would look good leading »the charge 
even if he had to use somethmg besides 
words. 


But Chase is not alone in his attack on 


federal courts. He- has plenty of company. 
But what company! Sinclair and all his 
corrupt gang will cheer loudly at the at- 
tack. 
They also say that the 
federal 


courts are "inhuman." So do Fall and 
Doheny. Daugherty gnashes his teeth at 
their mention. The few men who make 
up their minds to rob the mails, and who 
are known in the criminal classes as 
"saps" for their lack of sense in getting 
into the federal courts, testily too that 
they never get a square deal.

M.—PREJUDICE AGAINST INTELLIGENCE 


TESTS 
Human nature is generally endowed with an in 


ferlority complex which makes tho.se who happen 
to be below par in any -way, physically, mentally 
morally, socially, financially, yearn for the unattam 
able, equality. Parents -who suspect, fear or knov 
their children are inferior, offer more or less, re 
sistatnce even to the grading: of children in school 
and many abuses creep in where school superin- 
tendents or principals are too intent on currying 
favor with the voters. 


If 
such 
prejudice exists against the necessary 


grading of children in the schools, how much great 
er it is when there is an honest attempt to detc-i 
mine the I. Q. (intelligence quotient, mental age) 
of all the pupils in a school. 


In 
one community where this was attempted 


some of the indignant mothers published letters ot 
protest and curiously enough more than one of then 
took particular exception to what they called a 
silly or foolish question-to ask a 12 or a 13 yeai 
child. The question was a perfectly fair and propci 
test. It consisted of a short story telling- how a 
man's body was found cut into several pieces anc 
the coroner concluded he must have committed sui- 
cide. Certainly it was an absurd thing to ask, but 
that is the very reason the story was used—to see 
whether the child recognizes the absurdity in it 
If the protesting parents object to the morbid sug- 
gestion in the story, that is silly. The perfectly 
good reason for the story is that a normal child 11 
years old will see the absurdity in it, whereas 
person with less than 11 year old intelligence wil 
not. 


There was some newspaper humor recently con- 


cerning a Chicago police plan to round up a lot of 
suspicious characters and subject them to observa- 
tion in the psychopathic institutions. The humorist 
made much capital of the report that some notorious 
victim thus 
detained was given "blocks to play 


with." One of the best ways to measure intelligence 
is by means of "blocks," and tho scale is based on 
exact knowledge of what a person of given age will 
or can do with tho blocks when he sees the examiner 
do it. 


Any 
moron knows that If one would learn to 


dance it is necessary to observe the dancing instruc- 
tor and follow his steps as nearly as possible. This 
s merely a familiar test of intelligence. Of course 
one may learn to dance without a personal instruc- 
tor, by following instructions in a book. It is still 
a test of intelligence. Or one may learn by seeing 
another dancer do it. Still a test of intelligence. 


Koutine school examination are not a good test 


of intelligence—more often they merely test mem- 
ory or endurance. It would be better for intelli- 
;ence if no such examinations were required. Any 
:eacher who is reasonably competent knows as well 
as such examinations can. show, whether a given 
pupil is proficient in the subject in question, and 
when we impose sufficient confidence in the teach- 
r to intrust to him tl?es instruction of the child, 
ve might consistently leave- to the teacher's good 
udgrnent tho decision about promotion at the end 
of the term. Indeed, this system is now in effect 
n some of the best schools in the country. 


If formal tests or examinations are of any value 


at all in grading school children, it would seem that 
psychological intelligence tests by the Binet-Simon 
scale or similar methods are the only kind worth 
he trouble. 


Saleratns for What Ails You 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Is it any benefit to tise soda or other alkaline 


n treaitng the common cold? I have seen it ad- 
vanced lately that to keep 'the system from be- 
coming too acid will prevent colds and help to cure 
no already started. (P. E. M.) 
Answer—At any rale, the use of liberal doses of 
aleratus (sodium bicarbonate) internally as a rem- 
dy for any acute respiratory infection is compara- 
ively harmless. The industrial physician wht> rc- 
ently advocated this treatment, according to ncws- 
laper stories, holds that the "common cold" is not 
nfectious but a consequence of accumulation or 
ctcntion in the system of acid by-products of meta- 
olism, in other words, acidosis. I believe saleratus 
s the best remedy we have to combat acidosis, but 


do not believe that acidosis is a cause of any of 
he illnesses popularly known ns "common cold." 
Vo know that a certain degree oC acido&is frcquent- 
y occurs in the course of such acute respiratory 
nfections, and soda is probably the best remedy to 
ombat such acidosis.

means an irregularity in a lonse or in the eyeball

f glass. Practically every civilized individual has 
riore or less astigmatism, but only a minority re- 
uire classes to correct the fault, for normally the 
ye is quite capable of adjusting itself to moderate 
rrors of refraction.

Commission Reports 


Madison—OP)—Factory employment 


in Wisconsin increased 1.9 <~0 in the pe 
riod b*t\\e,?ii Jan. 15 :ind Fob. 15, the 
state industrial commission says in re- 
port covering tho survey of employ- 
ment and earnings in various lines of 
industry throughout tlio state. 


During the same monthly 
period, 


outdoor employment gained in several 
lines, the report shows. Of. tho twelve 
major groups of manufacturing indus-

of laws,

Appleton is predominatly a religious com- 


munity. Placing the city's population at 24,000 
persons, it is safe to say that 18,000 are church 
going folk.

There are now 24 congregations affiliated with 
15 denominations, namely Catholic, Lutheran, 
Methodist, Congregational, Presbyterian, Epis- 
copal, Baptist, Reformed, Evangelical, Evangel- 
ical Association, Christian Science, Jewish and 
the Salvation Army, the Christian Assembly, 
and the Assembly of God. 


Nearly one-third the city's children attend 


schools supported by churches. Four schools 
are supported by the Catholic churches and 
three by Lutheran churches. The community's 
young people attending these schools acquire a 
sound and moral training as well as a thorough 
secular education without the expenditure of 


public funds. The city's only hospital is main- 
tained by the Catholic church and its com- 
municants* 


The strength of church groups is often best 


shown by the edifices in which their com- 
municants worship. Four large new churches 
in the last few years stand as monuments to 
Appleton's church interest. Among these is the 
Methodist church, the St. Theresa Parish 
Catholic church, Trinity Evangelical Lutheran 
church, and St. Matthew Lutheran church* 
Numerous improvements have been made to 
other Appleton churches to care for increasing 
membership. 


One might say that the late Theodore Roose- 


velt was speaking of Appleton when he said 
"Show me a community well supplied with 
churches, and in homes of that community I 
will find you happy, industrious, prosperous 
people*"
